During an Investigation to locate a banking record 

for the subject prior to 1948* information was received from 
the Manufact\irers Trust Company, 55 Broad Street, New York 
City, which firm absorbed the Pulton Street Branch of the 
Brooklyn Trust Company in 1950, which indicated that VIVIAN 
GLASSM/iN had converted a United States Savings Bond at the 
Brooklyn Trust Company on October 19, 1945* At that time 
she exhibited an identification reflecting she was employed 
at the Workers Personal Service Bureau of Columbia 
University. 


At the New York School of Social Work, 2 East 
91 Street, New York City, which is the Social Service School 
of Columbia University, MfliWWMMBl, Dean’s Office, advised 
that the Workers Personal Service Bureau was a Social Sorvico 
Organization to which students of the New York School of 
Social Work were sent to work to gain somo experience in 
social work. She stated that this field work was part of 
the school’s training program and that the students received 
no salary from the organization to which they were attached 
and they wore considered volxuitary workers. She did not 
know the address of the Workers Personal Service Bureau# • 

mtmK jmtm- stated that VIVIAN GLASSMAN’S file 
reflected she had also been assigned for field experience 
to the Jowish Community Service in Queens and Nassau 
Counties, Now York, which is a family case work agency, 
and the tha /onorican Red Cross, Now York City, during the 
time she was a social sorvico student* She graduated in 
February, 1948* 

Tho July 1945 issue of the "Transmitter", pub- 
"llcation of Radio Local 430, United Electrical Radio and 
Machine Workers of America, Volume 3, Number 8, reflects an 
article regarding tho Workers Personal Service Bureau, 

391 Pulton Street, Brooklyn, Now York*- Tho article indicated 
that tho Workers Personal Service Biireau had boon ondorsod 
by tho Greater New York CIO Council by prominent American 
Federation of Labor off lei ais^ and by the City's Health and 
Welfare Agency through the Welfare Council of New York City; 
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' that it was available with advice to all working men and 
women who had problems of a financial, medical or personal 
nature at no cost; that the Bureau was a union staffed agency 
'•and knew all the answers to workers* problems* Its telephone 
number was reflected as Main 4-8892* 


0*^ jblai[3jig7jkiAi»945^ Confidential Informant T-2, 
of known reliability, advised that one /JjPRED H. KATZ had 
Informed her that ho was Director of the Workers Personal 
Service Bureau; that the organization had been in existence 
for approximatelyCbij^ months and operated as a referral 
bureau for persons seeking employment and a sort of voca- 
tional guidance organization* T-2 stated that the organiza- 
tion operated on a ^10,000 budget and that there were two 
or three girls in the office of the Bureau in addition to ^ 
KATZ . 


The informant stated that ;jjFRED H. KATZ was a 
member of the Communist Party and that KATZ* wife is M/'iRIE 
KATZ who was on organizer for the Communist dominated Social 
Service Employees Union, a part of the United Office and 
Professional Workers of America, CIO. 

T-2 stated tie belief that the Workers Personal 
Service Bureau was a Communist front organization. 

On November 7# 1945, Confidential Informant T-3, 
of known reliability, furnished the following information 
concerning the Wo»kora Personal Service Bureau:

months of this year* With the usual quota of dupos for window- 
dressing, they prevailed upon the Greater New York Fund to 
-foot the operation of this agency* 

"Established at its present address last March, 
the WPSB is affiliated with the Welfare Council of New York 
City. Under this arrangement it continues to receive, funds 
from the Greater New York Fund for rent, salaries and what- 
ever else is necessary for its maintenance. Inasmuch as 
it is sponsored by the Greater New York CIO Council and 
various wo; 11-meaning civic organizations, I gathered from 
her remarks that the sales talk to the GNYP dealt with its 
social good* Therefore, its financial support really 
stems from the CIO unions and civic organizations* 

"Mrs* GLASSMAN, who is a member of the party- 
dominated Social Service Employees Union, told me her agency 
has been advising many veterans in the past two months, and 
more are coming for advice every day* Their problems usually 
revolve around jobs. Depending upon his particular skill 
or aptitude, the veteran is sent either to the USES or a CIO 
union that can place him. Other problems are referred to 
various agencies, depending upon their specific nature. In 
all cases clients are given to xinderstand the WPSB is 
definitely pro, not anti-labor. She intends to stock such 
literature as The New Veteran, The CIO and the Veteran and 
similar pamphlets published by the National CIO War Relief 
Committee, which recently changed its name to the National 
CIO Community Service Committee* 

"As no other branch exists in New York City, Mrs* 
CLASSMAN serves as counselor to the UAW, 709 8th Avenue, 
every Wednesday evening. It is hoped, she said, that the 
agency can open a branch or two in others boroughs. The 
-- enclosed leaflet, containing a list of the board of directors, 
is the only piece of literature issued by this agency. 

"In addition to Mrs. GLASSMAN another woman and 
a man occupy the rather smell office* I chatted a while 
with both women but mostly with the former, and am convinced 
they are Stalinists* If this is not a front in the formal 
' sense, there aro sufficient Stalinists on the board of 
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! "directors and as staff coiinselors to direct policy and 
advice in accordance with thoir line#" 

On April 18, 1952, Reverend J, EMMET MC IX)N;iLD, 
Director of Catholic Charities, 191 Joralemon Street, 

Brooklyn, Now York, and former Chairman of the Board of 
Directors of the Workers Personal Service Bureau, advised 
that he had served as Chairman of the Board of Directors for 
about two years or from about 1945 to 1947* He stated that 
the Workers Personal Service Bureau had its office located 
at 391 Fulton Street, Brooklyn, Now York, ^and he recalled 
that the office staff consisted of ALFRED-46ATZ, who was the ' 
Director, and a woman named CAMILL&-4IQNES, who assisted 
KATZ* He recognized a photograph of VIVIAN GLASSMiiN as 
that of a woman who also assisted in the office as a 
counselor# He stated that he was not certain but believes 
VIVIAN CLASSMAN was probably a paid staff worker# 

Reverend MC DONALD advised he did not have the 
employment records of the Workers Personal Service Bureau 
nor the cancelled checks used to pay the salaries of the 
office workers and did not know what disposition was made of 
these records when the Workers Personal Service Bureau dis- 
banded# He expressed the opinion that they were probably 
taken by the Brooklyn Council of Social Planning, 30 Third 
Avenue, Brooklyn, Now York, under whose sponsorship the 
Workers Personal SeiTVice Bureau functioned# 

Reverend MC DON/iLD did not recall the identity 
of the bank used by the Workers Personal Service Bureau to 
deposi^t and disperse operating funds# Ho stated that Mr# 
SDWIN^^WJLSON, Editor of the "Brooklyn Eagle" newspaper, was 
treasurer of the Workers Personal Service Bureau and would 
have this information. 

" On April 18, 1952, Mrs# LOUISE SIMSAR, Executive 

Secretary of the Brooklyn Council for Social Planning, YWCA, 

30 Third Avenue, Brooklyn, New York, advised she was associated 
with the Workers Personal Service Bxiroau in 1946-1947 and 
served on the Board of Directors# She stated that her contact 
with the staff members of this organization was infrequent, 
befng limited to meeting staff members only if they attended 
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a planning conference. The only staff member she remem- 
bered was ALFRED KATZ who was in charge of the organization* s 
-affice at 391 Fulton Street, Brooklyn, Shown a photograph 
of VIVIAN CLASSMAN, she advised she did not recognize her 
and did not know if CLASSMAN was a staff member, 

Mrs* SIM3AR stated that the New York School of 
Social Work of Columbia University would send trainees to 
the organization for experience -but that these trainees were 
not considered members of the staff and received no monetary 
compensation; that if CLASSMAN was serving as a trainee her 
name would not be found in the records of the organization 
as an employee and no pay checks would have ever boen issued 
to her* 


Mrs# SIMSAR stated that tho Workers Personal 
Service Bureau had no other offices than that located at 391 
Pulton Street, Brooklyn, New York; that the organization 
was dissolved in about 19i^8 due to lack of funds, and that 
the records of tho organization are now at the Welfare and 
Health Council of Now York City Uh East 23 Street, New York 
City. 


On April 2i+, 1952, Miss CATHERINE F/iRRA, V^elfare 
and Health Council of New York, 44 East 23 Street, New York 
City, advised that the Workers Personal Service Bureau was 
formerly sponsored by the Brooklyn Council for Social Plan- 
ning which organization in turn was responsible to the 
Welfare and Health Coimcil of Now York; that it functioned 
during World War II as an aid to men and women gainfully 
employed who needed advice and assistance with their personal 
problems# The organization was closely connected with tho 
CIO Union and was supposed to receive substantial financial 
support from the CIO but that CIO support was not given on 
-a. scale that would carry it and it was found necessary to 
contribute welfare money to continue its functioning. 

Miss FARRA stated she did not know VIVIAN 
CLASSMAN; that she was acquainted with only one individual 
of the operating staff whose name was ALFRED KATZ md she 
^ had" not met any other staf^momber# 

She stated that when the Workers Personal Service 
Bureau discontinued its service in about 1947-1948, the 
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^ records wore sent to the Welfare and Health Council of «ow 
York* Mias PARRA, upon checking the omployment records of 
the Workers Personal Service Bureau, advised that VIVIAN 
-GLASSMAN’S name did not appear thereon and that she was 
therefore not a paid employee of the staff and had reooivod 
no pay chocks* Miss PARRA stet od that VIVIAN GLASSMAl^ was 
vory likoly a college student who served voluntarily two 
days a week for practical social work exporionco* 

Miss PARRA did not know the identity of tho 
bank used by tho Workers Personal Sorvico Bureau* 

Mr* EDWIN WILSON, Editor of tho "Brooklyn Eagle" 
newspapor, Brooklyn, Now York, telephonic ally advised that 
ho served as Treasurer for the Workers Personal Service 
Bureau from May 22, 19i|5 to about December, 19146* Ho stated 
that ho had no records of this organization other than tho 
minutes of several meetings that he had attended and that 
he is not certain but he believes that the bank used by tho 
Workers Personal Service Bureau was either the Brooklyn 
Trust Company or the Lafayette National Bank, Brooklyn, Now

A review of the InfonBatlon Bade available to this office by 
Confidential ^^omant T*1 reveals that the subject has been in constant 
and tineaplained contact with the Soviet Consulate in Kev York City since 
May of 1944* These contacts have boen made under suspicious circumstances 
and, accordingly, are being set forth* |

Confidential Informant T-2 has advised that the subject in contacting 
the Soviet Consulate is treated with an amount of respect that is unusual in 
view of the fact that he is sot highly placed in his profession. He is always 
treated courteously by all members of the Consulate whenever he identifies 
himself* 
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An examination of the Nev lork Herald Tribune nenspaper, dated 
October 31> 1945> revealed that Page 18 was devoted to the Herald Tribune 
Forum which was being held at that time; that ^e Forum had decided that 
Soviet amity with the rest of the world was essential to lasting peace. 

The examination further revealed that one KARSHA dCOTT, wife of jonv SCOTT, 
TLine and life correspondent, had recited her experiences cn her first day 
in the United States. She indicated that she lii:d spent her • onty rioht and 
left inasmuch as she had fouid an abundance of things to buy in tlds country, 
in contrast to there conditions that prevailed in Russia* It is also noted 
that DR, HBJTfir F, SIGiJilST, Director of the Institute of History and Kcdiclne, 
at John Hopkins University, also spoke on the same program as liARSHA SCOTT. 














As a result of a surrelllancef ADOUIAN Kas observed entering tbe 
Sovlat Consulate at 2tl5 P*b* on October S, 1946. He and Y4KCVLF.7 left the 
Consulate at 3i30 p.a* and proceeded to the Ihree CronK-ns Restaurant, 12 
East 54th Street, which they entered but ismediately left the restaurant, 
evldeantly being too late for lunch.

They stated th(it the photograph of MIKHAIL 
ALEKSANDROVICH RYTJlvHACHEV might be that of the first Russian 
tenant, whom they recall as occupying Apartment 5l in the 
building, but pointed out that if so they romombor him as 
wearing glasses. They stated that the person they have in 
mind as the original Soviet National in that apartment 
has boon seen in the neighborhood in the last few days at the 
grocery store at 155 Manhattan Avenue, accompanie'd by his 
wife, a boy about seven years, a boy about five and a half 
years, and a younger girl. 

ROLAND SERRA advis-vd that the only photograph 
of those listed above that seems at all /familiar to him 
is that of ANASTASIA ALEKSEEVHi. SIDOROVA,/ but said ho 
could not provide any details. '' 

MH. FREDERICK WEISS advised that he recognizes 
only the photographs of SERGEI DANILOVICH SIDOROV, who:a ho 
described as definitely a form.er customer in his store, 

Mj/RIYA DMITRIEVNA STAROSTINA, whose photograph Sooms 
familiar, and ALEKSANDR KAPITONOVICH STARTSEV, v>rhom he 
says he definitely knows as a customer still in the 
neighborhood . 


RD^S. liERNAICDEZ advised that the photographs of 
IVAN ALEKSANDROVICH FILIPPOV, MIKHAIL IVANOVICH SHACHlNniV,\ , 
and VITALY PETROVICH NOVOZHIIVOV. seem vaguely familiar to \ 
her and that the photograph of ANASTASIA ALLHSEEVNA SIDOROVA \ 
seems definitely familiar, as probably that of a tenant in 
Apartment 5l» nuxtdoor to her. 

She stated that .she remembers the SARYTCilEVs 
and sa.id that they, as well as the; other Russian tenant, wer^. 
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oxtruraoly resorvod in manner and kept the shadoa drawn 
at all tines and permitted no one, except other Russian 
Nationals, to enter the apartmunt. She recalled that 
SARYTCHEV' s wife was away all day and returned late at 
night, until the arrival of her second child. She stated 
that after the SARYTCHEVs left, the apartment was found 
to bo in a filthy condition, with some of the furniture 
left behind. 


MRS. HERNANDEZ said that she is unable to 
identify any associates or friends of the SARYTCIiEVs , with 
the possible exception of those whose photographs she 
described as familiar. She did recall that the SARYTCHEVs 
were away from their apartment on a fev? occasions for 
perhaps as long as two wet)ks at a time, and that in their 
absence other Russians occupied their apartment, 

MRS. ANNA SEGAL advised, that photographs of tho 
following were familiar to her, but were photographs of 
persons she could not definitely identify as tenants or

MRS. SEGi.L statedy that the photographs of 
NIKOLAI PROKOFIEVICH KnRPEKOv’are definitely familiar to 
her. Sne stated that she distinctly romombers seeing this 
person,- possibly as a visitor,^ but roraembors that he was a 
very handsome young man or oxcbllent manners, Sho stated 
that he bowed politely in a manner which made her think of 
a German General. 

MRS. Se\aL said that the })hotograph of TATIANA 
ALEKSEEVNA FEDOTOVA ^s very familiar and that, if she is a 
blond woman, about five foot five or six inches tall, 
weighing 125 to 130 pounds, of slim build, wearing about a 
size 1[|. dress, of fair complexion, she probably is the 
woman who’ at one time returned with a man, until then 
unknown to her, to try to get her to save an apartment 
for other Russian Nationals. She said that thu apartment 
had boon vacated by other Soviets, with no c-ffort to 
reserve it, so that after some renovation she had rented 
it to non-Russian tenants. 


She identified the photograph of VITALY 
PETROVICH NOVOZHILOVVs possibly that of the man accompany- 
ing the woman, Sho said that the woman spoke excellent 
English, but with a slight accent, and acted as interpreter. 
She said that the man was polite and reasonable, but that 
the woman, after asking and then begging and offering 
additional r^nt, became angry and threatening and used 
profane and offensive language- in criticizing her for not 
making the apartment aval lab le to her people. She recalled 
that tho vjoman was \jull-dressed, with a modernhairdo and 
makeup, Sha dc-scribed hor as obviously sophistocated, 
unlike most of thi.; Soviets vjith whom shk; had been in 
contact.

He described the person following him 
as a man five feet eleven inches in height, of heavy build, 
broad face, brown suit, and wearing a hat with a 2 i unusually 
narrow brim. 


It is noted that this description is described 
as ahnost identical with that made available by SA PAUL J, 
BLASCO following his original surveillance of POPOV. 

Later, WEYTiAN received a telephone call 
apparently re'fi;rrlng to the earlier surveillances and 
received a visit by a Russian, who gave his name as 
EDOROV, who is described as a man six feet two inches 
i^sheight, 190 pounds, about fifty years old, witli a 
bro4d face, deop-sot eyes and clean shaven chcelcs. After 
his visit, this man directed WEYi-iAiJ to call Amtorg to 
"discuss a personal matter," Thereafter, WTCYMAN had 
several contacts at ^ustorg with one TITOV, who occupied 
a room at ^antorg, which had the telephone niomber listed 
to PETR IVANOVICH TITOV, who was in the Import Section 
with hair, fibres, bristles, and rolatud coiomoditios . 

At his initial interview v;ith TITOV, the 
latter liogiected discufjsion of the bristle Industry in 
favor of considerable conversation aboxat IVEYMAN* s 
background and his willingness to leave the United States, 
W]:'!YT‘1AN stated that TITOV clearly possessed extensive 
background information concerning him a.nd in his conversation 
gave the impression that ho wanted to recruit him, probably 
for espionag!;e purposes, WEYMuIN, subsequently, at TITOV* s 
request, got in touch with and was again interviewed, not 
concerning the bristle business, but concerning his, WlOYTIAN's, 
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background by SERGEI STRIGAkOV at tliu Sovi^^t Embassy, in 
Washington, D. C. Ho was told by the latter to prepare 
a visa application form and provide photographs and six 
rofoi'oncon and was told to return such doci;uaonts to LEV 
S. TOLOKOhNIKOV , also of the Soviet Embassy in V/ashington, 
D. C, 

Tho latter official, it is noted, accompanied 
VALENTIN GUBITCHI-:V during the latter's trial as a Soviet 
espionage agvuit, and apper‘rod to be assistin/", defen5jc 
counsel in preparation of his defense, including the 
interrogation of witnesses ut the trial.

In the above list, those last names landerllned 
refer to individuals believed to have resided at 
153 Manhattan Avenue, or at 3 West 108th Street or 6I4. West 
108th Street, in the immodiato neighborhood. Those names 
follov.'ed by aii asterisk (-;;•) are believed to represent 
individuals who have served in various Soviet installations 
as chauffeurs. Those names followed by the number sign (#) 
are believed to be those of individuals who have resided 
at 1?7 West 90th Street, li;! iA;st 90th Street, or li;3 West 
90th Street, Manhattan, The first address is that of 
subject’s most recent residencv; and the second neighborhood 
is that where he is believed to have resided upon his 
arrival in the United States; i.o. at 12} V^est 90th Street. 

MR. and iffiS. RENTA and MR. FRAin^ SERRA advised 
that photographs of VASILI GKIGORYEVICH BORISOV, MIKH.ML 
ALEKSAIJDROVICH RYUKHACHEV, GALINA MIKH/.ILOVNA TITOVA, 
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SERGEI DANILOVICH SIDOROV and MARIA SEMENOVNA RYUKHACHEVA 
appear familiar to them, but advised that they could not 
place those individuals, are not sure that tl\oy v^ver 
resided in the building, l53 Manhattan Avenue, and cannot 
definitely associate them with S/.RYTCHEV or his wife. 

Th..y advised that the photograph of NIKOLAI DMITRIEVICH 
3ASS0W also appears familiar to them and th^y believe 
that he resided in Apartment 5l in the building. 

They stated that the photograph of MIKHAIL 
ALEKSANDROVICH RYUKHACHEV might be that of the first Russian 
tenant, whom they recall as occupying Apartment $1 in the 
building, but pointed out that if so they remember him as 
wearing glasses. They stated that the person they have in 
mind as the original Soviet ]Jational in that apartment 
has been seen in the neighborhood in the last few days at the 
grocery store at 155 Manhattan Avo.>nuc, accompanied by his 
wife, a boy about seven years, a boy about five and a half 
years, and a younger girl, 

ROL/.ND SERR/i advised that the only photograph 
of those listed above that seems at all familiar to him 
is that of nKASTy.SIA ALEKSEEVHi. SIDOROVA, but said he 
could not provide any details, 

MR. FREDERICK WF.ISS advised that ho recognizes 
only the photographs of SERGEI DANILOVICH SIDOROV, whoia ho 
doocrlbod as definitely a former customer in his store, 

MiRIYA DMITRIEVNA STAROSTINA, whose photograph seems 
familiar, and ALEKSAM KAPITONOVICH STARTSEV, whom h« 
says he definitely knows as a customer still in the 
neighborhood . 


MRS, HERNANDEZ advised that th'- photographs of 
IVAN ALEKSANDROVICH FILIPPOV, MIKHAIL IVANOVICH SHACHI^EV, 
and VITALY PETROVICH NOVOZHILOV seem vaguely familiar to 
her and that the photograph of AJL.STASIA ALIIvSEEVNA SIDOROVA 
seems definitely familiar, as probably that of a tenant in 
Apartment $ 1 , nextdoor to her. 

She stated that she remembers the SARYTC'jIEVs 
and said that they, as well as the other Russian tenant, weru 
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cxtrorncly resorvod in manner and kept the shades drawn 
at all times and pormittc:d no one, except other Russian 
Nationals, to enter the apartment. She recalled that 
SARYTCHEV’ s wife was away all day and returned late at 
night, until the arrival of her second child. She stated 
that after the SARYfCHEVs loft, the apartment was found 
to be in a filthy condition, with some of the furniture- 
left behind. 


MRS. HERNANDEZ said that she is unable- to 
identify any associates or friends of the SARYTCI-IEVs , with 
the possible exception of those whose photographs she 
described as faioiliar. She did recall tliat the SARYTCHEVs 
were away from their apartment on a few occasions for 
perhaps as long as two weeks at a time, and that in their 
absence other Russians occupied their apartment, 

MRS, ANNA SEDAL advised that photographs of the 
following were familiar to her, but were photographs of 
persons she could not definitely identify as tenants or 
otho rviisc;

She stated that NIKOLAI DMITRIEVICH BASSOW may 
have lived at lij.l West 90th Street or li|l West 90tb Street, 
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She stated that she definitely knows VASILI GRIGORYiWICH 
BORISOV and MIKUAIL IV>iNOVICH SHj-'XHInIEV. 

MRS. SEGAL stated that the photographs of 
NIKOLill PROKOPIEVICM KARPEKOV are definitely f am liar to 
her, Sne stated that she distinctly remembers seeing this 
person, possibly as a visitor, but remembers that he was a 
very handsome young man or excellent mannei'‘S« She stated 
that he bowed politely in a manner which made her think of 
a German General. 


MRS. SEGAL said tha.t the photograph of TATIANA 
ALEKSEEVNA FEDOTOVA is very familiar and that, if she is a 
blond woman, about five foot five or six inches tall, 
weighing 125 to 130 pounds, of slim build, wearing about a 
size ill dross, of fair complexion, sJie probably is the 
woman who at one time returned with a man, until theii 
unknown to her, to try to get her to save an apartment 
for other Russian Nationals. She said that the ap.artment 
had been vacated by other Soviets, with no effort to 
reserve it, so that after some renovation she had rented 
it to non-Russian tenants. 

She identified the photograph of VITALY 
PETROVICH NOVOZHILOV as possibly that of the man accompany- 
ing the woman. She said that the woman spoke excellent 
English, but with a slight accent, and acted an interpreter. 
She said that the man was polite and reasonable, but that 
the woman, after asking and then begging and offering 
additional rent, became angry and threatening c.nd used 
profane and offensive language in criticizing her for not 
making the apartment available to her people. She recalled 
that the v;oman was well-drossod, \iith a modornhairdo and 
makeup. She described her as obviously sophistocated, 
unlike most of the Soviets v;ith whom she had been in 
contact. 


Information availabl.. from Confidential 
Informant T-2, another government agency which maintains 
personnel records, as of November 15# 1945> further 
identifies FEDOTOVA as a housewife residing at 
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135 West 90th Street, Apartment I4.-FW, Hca-/ York City, v;ho 
was born on July 12, 1922, at Si\my, USSR, and who entered 
the United States on July 28, 191^.5, on board the SS JAMES 
GUNN at New York. She is the wife of LEOi'IID NIKOLAEVICH 
FEDOTOV, who was Secretary of the Consulate General of tho 
USSR at 7 East blat Street, Now York City, 

MRS. SEGAL recalled that she previously had 
tentatively identified the photograph of i'-liRINA IVANOVNA 
KUZMINA as the wife of GRIGORI IVANOVICH KUZMIN, tho 
latter of whom she definitely ivcalled as having been her 
tenant in the ground floor apartment at ll(.l West 90th 
Street, She pointed out, however, that the photograph 
of GALINA MIKHi'.ILOVNA TITOVA is positively that of her 
tenant in that apartment. 

She repeated that she knows GRIGORI IVi.NOVICH 
KUZMIN; that KUZMIN is definitely fai.-iiliar to her and that 
she thought he had been a tenant. She said she is oven 
more certain, however, that GALINA MIKHI-.ILOVNA TITOVA was 
the tenant in that apartment. 

It is noted, however, that she found the photo- 
graph of PETR IVANOVICH TITOV, tho husband, only possibly 
familiar. 


She recalled that TITOVA had indicated that she 
would return to Russia with her children to the City of Kiev, 
MRS. SEGAL recalled that a neighbor of Latvian origin, v/ho 
spoke Russian, had hoard differently: that only the 
children were re^turning to Russia and that they were 
returning to Moscow or a city other than Kiev, 

MRS. SEGAL stated that shortly before thu family 
was to depart, nxamcrous packages and largo boxes containing 
presvimably radio sots, refrigerators a.nd even n bicycle 
were delivered to tlr..- house, S’ne noted that those boxes 
were not addre-ssod to Kiev, MRS. SJi-’GAL said she pointed 
this out to her Latvian tenant, v/ho rvsaarked that the 
packages would probably be stolen when they r.^ached the 
border anyuay. 
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As pruviously reported, MRS. SEGAL recalled 
that this fcinily loft the building and proauriably sailed 
on the MS BATORY at the time GERIIi.RDT EISLER fled the 
United States, aboard this ship. She remembered, however, 
that in approximately September or October, 195^, she ran 
into TITOV/l near the corner of lOLth Street and Columbus 
Avenue, -'.t this time TITOVA was in the company of another 
woman, iS^S. SEGAL said that she expressed surprise at 
seeing TITOVA, having thought she had returned to Russia, 
TITOVA v.'as friendly and said she v;as thc-u living in Brooklyn. 
Before the convv'rsatlon could go any farther, hoivuver, the 
other woman interrupted, speaking Russian, obviously pro- 
testing against TITOVA’ s conversation with SEGAL, and 

almost forcibly hurried TITOVA away from MRS. SEGAL and 
into a taxicab, which she qixickly hailed , 

Mi-fS. SEGAL stated that this m.-oting surprised 
her and that at this tim^ sho disbelieved TXTOVi.'s state- 
ment about living in Brooklyn, primarily because both 
TITOVA and the other \>;oman were carrying packages of 
groceries , giving her the impression that they lived in the 
immediate nc-lghborhood. It was her impression at this 
time that TITOVA and the other v/oman took the taxi merely 
as a moans of quickly avoiding hor, 

MRS. SEGAL stated that her suspicions concorning 
TITOVA and the other woman seemed confirmed approximately 
two weeks lat<-r when, while standing on th<- sidewalk at the 
corner of 106th Street and Columbus Avenua, she observed 
TITOVA and the same woman at the window of a second story 
apartment facing on 106th Street, a door or two East of 
ColeunbUG /.venue. She said she did not bv,lieVe that TITOVA 
or the other womrui noticed her when she saw them. 

She advised that the photograph of SERAFIiM.\ 
KONSTAMTIKOVWA POPOVA seemed to bo that of the v-xoman with 
TITOVA on the two occasions I’cTorrod to above, except that 
sho remembered tliis woman as wearing hi-r hair shorter, 

?TRS. SEGAL also recalled tliat v/hen TITOVA first 
resid<jd at ll|l West 90th Street s'ne appeared to be ziothing 
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laore tiiaii the usual Russian . ouscwife v>c'..rii; - nothin-, but 
housedresso? .-.-ith no r.'icLhe"'p, and ro;,iainli:,; at hor;;e ’-d th 
her children .'lOst of the time. Later on. . s.ic 

a.;De.urad well dx’er.sed ’-ritn a. j.’.obr.-iUi i.^^irdo .n.d .'ic..<e'.vo nud 
nent off to .vort each day. file e:-cpl iijod that .'aic s 
v,ror-cing for the ”i\ussi.un Lmbassy." 


SRuhL recal.led that TITOVo.’f. 
v;es sl''’a/s loo ted th the ohados dnr.m arid 
all day. She recalled that oii one occasion 
children loc'.cod herself out and the- j-.inltor 
open t'ne window facing the street, finding 
otherwise fasteiied shut.

It is .noted, however, taut LR.S. SLaAL stated 
t. -'t she has for yeai’S been a close friend of i-iRS. JA/ li, 

ow..sr or tiie pre.Tiises and who managed the property 
previous to i-inS. .SL..inT,’S lease thereto. ArJiRLKOV originally 
'was a studejit at C.>luiTibia University and left the United 
Sts ter as the husband of RTX'.Ul DOR '.vO ./.SCAIi. , a close 
associate of JUDITH COPLCli. KARREivOV also is suspected 
of having eni'aged ix. Soviet esoioiiage activities. 

Information available from Confident" al 
Informants T-2 and T-3, other governrjont agencies widch 
m.aintaln personnel inf orm.ation, reflects tnc following 
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concerning TITOV and TITOVA: 

TITOV first arrived in the United States on 
August 23 , 19l|-3» as a student attending classes at Columbia 
University, rie was born on August l5, 1915 (or August 5# 
1915 or August 25 , 19l5j all three dates appearing). He 
first resided at 64 West 106th Street- Wliile a studeiit at 
Columbia University, he also worked at Amtorg, apparently 
as a civil engineer. Ho vr'is also shown iis residing at 
32 Hast 35 th Street, New York City. 

It is not knovm when ho departed from the United 
States following this first arrival, but he and TITOVA 
returned to the United States on December 1, 1947, arriving 
at New York City aboard the SS VILNIUS, They resided first 
at loll Riverside Drive, Apartment IB, and thereafter at 
64 West 103th Street. TIO^OV again worked at Amtorg, 

210 Madison Avenue, Manhattan, and Is described as a group 
leader in charge of miscellaneous iraports as of January 3, 
1948, 
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POPOV is dtscribud as follows; the description 
representing observation upon surveillance as v;oll as data 
obtained from official records;

STANLEY C. WEYYmN, 21 li^ Albemarle Road, 
Brooklyn, made several contacts between April 5> 194-9» 
and Juno 19, 19U9, with SA RAYl-iOI® P. WORTH and provided 
information to the following effect; 


WEYl'iAN, an ex-convict who has been in the 
bristle business since his release on parole from prison, 
has a daughter witii definite Coj;Ufiunist ]''arty friends and 
associates, I'cilowlng interrupuion of comnierci. in 
bristles with China, WI-YllAN made several contacts with the 
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Amtorg Trading Corporation in an effort to obtain bristles* 
Ho was givun no oncouragoment by Aratorg officials. 
Thereafter, following two pretext telephone calls to his 
wife for information about him, he discovered in late 
March, 19U9, that he was under surveillance on several 
different days. He stated that on the second day of 
s\irveillancu he turned suddenly and faced t)ic man following 
him squarely, so that the latter realized V/lj'Ylali knew he 
was being followed. He described the person following him 
as a man five foot eleven inches in height, of heavy build, 
broad face, brown suit, and wearing a hat with an unusually 
narrow brim. 


It is noted that this description is described 
as almost identical with that made available' by SA PAUL J. 
ELASCO following his original surveillance of POPOV. 

Later, WEYIi/iN received a telephone call 
apparently referring to the earlier surveillances and 
received a visit by a Russian, who gave his name as 
PLDOROV, who is described as a man six feet two inches 
in height, 190 pounds, about fifty years old, with a 
broad faco, deop-sot eyes and clean shaven cheeks. After 
his visit, this man directed WEYI-iAK to call Amtorg to 
’’discuss a personal matter," Thereafter, IvEYIiAK had 
several contacts at Amtorg with one TITOV, who occupied 
a room at /.mtorg, which had th^^ telephone number listed 
to PETR IVANOVICH TITOV, who was in the Impoz’t Section 
v;ith hair, fibres, bristles, and related coj.imoditios. 

At his initial interview with TITOV, the 
latter neglected discussion of the bristle industry in 
favor of considerable conversation aboxit AIIYMAN' s 
background and his willingness to lec.ve the United States, 
WF.YMAN stated that TITOV clearly possessed extensive 
background information concerning him and in his conversation 
gave thi. impression that he wanted to recruit him, probably 
for espionuffe purposes, WKVPLIN, subsequently, at TITOV* s 
request, got in touch with and v;as again interviewed, not 
concerning' the bristle business, but concuriiing his, WlCYTlAN's, 
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bacliground by SERGEI STRIGAKOV p.t tho Sovi^^t lAribassy, in 
Washington, D, C, Ho was told by tho latter to prupara 
a visa application form and provido photographs and six 
roforcncca and was told to return such document s to LEV 
S. 'i’OLOKOl.HIKOV , also of the Soviet Embassy in Washington, 
D. C, 

The latter official, it is noted, accojiipani 
Vi.LEHTIN GUBITCHEV during the latter's trial as a Sovie 
espionage agerit, and app.an’od to bo assisting, defun.so 
counsel in propegration of his defense, including the 
interrogation of witnesses at the trial, 

V/EY1;AN was also in touch with CHAP^L.oS REGHT, 
Wow York attorney who has been registered ns official 
nttornc'y for the Soviet Embassy and various other Soviet 
agencies in this country for a nuiTibcr of years. 

Information available from Confidential 
Informant T-? indicated that as of July 1, 19i|-9, ANASTASIA 
j^LEKGEEVNA SIDOROVA resided at 153 West Manhattan Avenue, 
New York City, 

It is noted that neighbors had previously 
stated that the v/ife of a previous tenant had stayed on 
after her husbfuid’s departure and lived in the apartment 
at IE 3 Manhattan i. venue for several months after the 
SARYTCHIEVs becairie tenants there.
